"There is a direct relation­ 
ship between the alcoholic 
and the alcohol abuser and 
the high rate of crime in 
Texas and in the nation."

"Texas is one ol many 
states that has not removed 
the alcoholic or the alcohol 
abuser from the criminal 
lust ice system, " she said 
' Murder in many cases is an 
alcohol related crime There 
is evidence to suggest that 
alcoholism or alcohol abuse 
is a factor in many other 
offenses, including such 
white-collar 
crimes 
as 
forgery and embezzlement " 
Mrs Wells said 12,467 of 
the 
corrections 
depart­ 
ment s 18.935 inmates were 
in prison tor alcohol related 
offenses She said 53.9 per 
cent of the prison population 
was listed by the department 
as alcoholic Only 117 per 
cent were neither alcoholics 
nor narcotics addicts.

DEAR PO LLY — I have a few little Pointers that 
have helped me I hope they will help others beat the 
high cost of eating these days When I need just a bit of 
fresh parsley for a special recipe, I have to buy a large 
bunch What is not used is washed throughly, the florets 
pulled from the stems and spread on a cookie sheet that 
I put in the oven The heat from the pilot light dries the 
parsley in from 24 to 36 hours The dried parsley is pull­ 
ed from any remaining stems and put in a tightly closed 
jar The same is done with celery leaves, and the end 
result is a much fresher tasting, more flavorful product 
than the commercial variety 
When shopping for canned vegetables and fruits, it 
pays to compare store brands and lesser known ones I 
have found that by shaking the cans I can quickly dis­ 
cover which have more liquid and therefore less solid 
food I buy the one that is going to give more servings 
per can regardless of the difference in price Quite fre­ 
quently I find a lesser known brand is a considerable 
saving. 
When I roast a chicken or beef roast. I chill the juice 
and skim off the fat Any not used immediately is frozen 
in tiny cube trays and used later for flavoring 
vegetables. —OPAL.

means just growing a few 
tomato plants. This can be a 
fascinating and rewarding 
venture, or it can be a 
frustrating one 
A sickly tomato plant with 
no 
fruit 
doesn't 
help 
anyone’s gardening spirit. 
So, 
if you a r e growing 
tomatoes for the first time. 
Jam es H. Risinger. Collin 
( ounty Agent with the Texas 
A g ricu ltu ral 
E xtension 
Service, has some advice to 
help avoid common pitfalls 
First of all, don’t grow 
tomatoes unless they can be 
placed in an a re a 
that 
receives sunlight for more 
than half the day. 
Tomato 
plants between tall shrubs, 
under tall trees or between 
buildings just don t have a 
chance. 
Next, good soil is essential 
Often poor soil can be im­ 
proved with liberal amounts 
of organic m atter and proper 
fertilization 
A dark heavy 
clay or even a fine sand can 


be improved by working in 
th ree to four inches of 
organic m atter 
For only a few 
tomato 
plants, dig up a space at 
least two feet square to a 
depth of about 12 inches for 
each plant. 
Add liberal 
amounts of organic matter 
and mix it well with the soil 
Variety 
selection 
is 
of 
utm ost 
im p o rtan ce 
for 
successful tomatoes 
Select 
varieties that resist common 
diseases. The county agent 
recommends Spring. Giant, 
Homestead, Porter. Terrific 
or the small fruited Small 
Fry as tomato varieties for 
Collin County. 
Plants can be grown at 
home or purchased at local 
retail outlets 
When buying 
plants, check 
closely 
for 
suspicious spots 
on the 
leaves which could be one of 
the many foliage diseases 
that are common to Texas 
grown 
tomatoes. 
Short, 
stocky, 
young plants are 
best. Tall spindly plants that 
For Tomato Plants 
Use of Caging Urged 


Instead of 
staking 
and 
pruning tomatoes this year, 
Jam es R. Risinger, Collin 
County Agent with the Texas 
A g ricu ltu ral 
E xtension 
Service, suggests using wire 
cages to support the plants. 
< aging rather than staking 
and pruning offers 
home 
gardeners in Collin County 
sev eral 
ad v a n ta g e s, 
in 
eluding less sunburn of the 
fruit, 
few er 
disease 
problems, and higher yields, 
all with much less work 
According to Risinger. the 
cages can be constructed 
from 
concrete reinforcing 


wire, hog wire or any other 
sturdy wire mesh that has 
openings of at least four to 
six inches and is three-and-a 
half to five feet tall Cut and 
bend the mesh material into 
cylinders 
inches 
in 
diameter, fasten the ends 
together, and snip off the 
bottom ring so that the cages 
can 
be 
pushed 
into 
the 
ground about six inches deep 
for support 
When using wire cages for 
growing tomatoes, space the 
plants about two-and-a half 
to three feet apart in the row 
and allow' four to five feet 


between rows 
The county agent suggests 
planting a vining or semi 
vining type tomato variety 
when using cages although 
bush types can also be used 
After tomato plants have 
been set in the garden, place 
a wire cage over each plant 
and make sure it is well 
anchored in the ground. The 
plant will grow up through 
the cage and the wire mesh 
w ill support it No suckering, 
pruning or training will be 
necessary Ripe fruit can be 
picked 
through 
the 
cage 
openings. 


Pointers Given 
For Vegetables 


already have blooms are no 
bargain, warns Risinger. 
T ra n sp la n ts should 
be 
planted 
somewhat 
deeper 
than they were originally 
growing. Plants in peat pots 
or peat blocks should not be 
removed, 
the entire con­ 
tainer should be planted 
The peat pots must be kept 
moist 
so the roots will 
penetrate them as the plants 
grow. 
It 
is 
sometimes 
helpful to break out 
the 
bottom of the pot. 
Use a starter solution with 
tom ato plan ts to as su re 
adequate fertility for the 
young plants during their 
early growth, suggests the 
county agent 
All tomato varieties should 
be staked, trellised or caged 
for best results. Any method 
is good if it keeps the fruit off 
the ground. 
Fruits allowed 
to contact the soil often 
develop fruit rot 
At first bloom, dust or 
spray tomatoes weekly for 
both insects and diseases. 
Once the plants start to set 
fruit, apply small amounts of 
garden fertilizer.
